The Thing For Any Man To Do, 
Finding: Himself Anywhere 
Else, Is To Pack His 



The Christian cause in America was 
the topic of the Methodist preachers' 
meeting yesterday, and the chief speak- 
er was Hishop yuayle, who lives, when 
at home, which he said was not often, 
in Oklahoma. Tne Bishop said he was 
a Manxman born. 

"Presiding at a recent conference out 
West," said he, "one leader was a 
German, another was a Dane, a third 
was a Frenchman and a fourth was an 
Irishman, and I said that having so 
much good yeast from so many wheres 
we ought to be able to bake bread 
enough for the nations, good ChristKke, 
honest weight bread. 

"In spite of all its badness, America 
has become a world spiritual power,'' 
observed the Bishop, and then he ad- 
ded: "We are not in the business of 
making Methodists, desirable products 
as they are. We are making Ameri- 
cans, and yon can't make a really valu- 
able American unless you make him a 
Christ man. Methodism is merely the 

So great was the enthusiasm and so 
vast the crowd that the conclusion was 
the singing of "America." The Okla- 
homa Bishop, a breete from the West, 
kept the company in a roar twenty of 
the twenty-five minutes he had the 
platform. 

"Christians must take America in 
nand and keep it from going to the 
devil," he said. "When they do so, 
then we must take the whole world, 
America included, to Christ. Nobody 
is to blame for having been born in the 
Island of Man, in Germany, in Ireland, 
but the thing for any man to do, find- 
ing himself there, is to pack his grip 
and come to America. 

"Thomas Jefferson did not write the 
Declaration of Independence. It is a 

wrote it. I preached ro many times 
yesterday I cannot remember all the 
places or all I said. But wherever I 
preach, whether in New York or New 
Mexico, I find just folks. New Yorkers 
put on more style and use more big 
words than folks do out West, but we 
ought to quit fooling around about our 
State and our city and their problems 
and begin to fool with America We 
ought not to talk Japanese even if we 
were born in Japan, or Spanishese if 
we were born ir» Spain, but all of us, the 
whole kit, ought to learn to speak 
Americanese. The sooner Greeks learn 
American and speak it the sooner Hun- 
garians do the same, the better for 
them and for us. 

"What a race we are making! I'd 
like to live 500 years to see what it 
will do. Would't it be fun to be mixed

New Rabbit Law.

Dr. Wiley Says It s Merely a De- 
liberate Manipulation of 
the'Market. 

Washington, Nov. 10. Dr. Harvey 
W. Wiley, pure food expert of the De- 
partment of Agriculture i is pessimistic 
about the outlook for lower prices in 
food supplies. Said he today when 
questioned in regard to the present fall 
In the wholesale nuotations of beef 
and other meats:

Their Calls Vary Decidedly In the 
Changing Circumstances of Sun- | 
shins and Storm. 

One of the most Interesting features | 
tn tbe study of bird life I 
their varying calls In the .changing* 
circumstances of sunshine and 

The frequent snowfalls of the 
winter have often been heralded by 
the mournful "cluck-cluck" of the 
blackbirds as they flock around the 
doors, looking for the crumbs that 
custom hns led them to expect. The | 
mavis Is mostly mut>- during a storm, 
and tells his tale of woe more by his 
ruffled feathers and drooping wing 
lhan by his voice. His note, however. 
Is tbe first to welcome change to | 
wanner weather. 

The stormcock, by which Is meant 
the blue felt or fieldfare, does not fre- 
quent the habitation of man, but there 
Is no more certain slqn of approach of 
severe weather than a flock of these 
birds flying southward Their note Is 
an ominous "chuck, chuck," and but 
for that they would often BOSS unno- 
ticed overhead. 

The skylnrk also passes south ut- 
tering a timid, Mvitterlng note, which 
will later give place to a gay burst of 
song. The starlings flock greedily to 
wherever food Is to be found, be It In 
field or homestead. The first blink of 
warm sunshine, however, sees them 
perched on the eaves, vibrating their 
wings In a manner no other bird does 
and Imitating with an air of Intense 
satisfaction the call notes of a host of 
other birds. 

The sparrows which robbed the 
farmer in the autumn flock townward 
in winter, and their cheerless twitter 
on the housetops bears faint resem- 
blance to their noisy clamor in the 
cornfield. The robin seeks his dole 
with an air of quiet confidence and 
sometimes rewards us with a burst of 
song quite out of keeping with his 
surroundings The blue tits have no 
voice to say they are hungry, though 
their actions show It. but their spring 
note may be heard In the wood lands, 
when they forsnke our doorB for the 
field and hedgerow.

Two such 
meetings were held nt the White 
House during liooseveirs term, and at 
the last n committee of governors was 
formed to call nuotber conference, 
which met In Washington last Janu- 

gucst nnd soon after was elected sec- 
retary. 

Besponsibility Is Great. 

Tu bis new office It will be Jordan's 
opportunity to have some part in shap- 
ing the policy and outlining the work 
for this body In the future. The re- 
sponsibility Is heightened by the fact

Another Important undertaking of the 
Secretary is that of getting out bulle- 
tins, eucli of them covering the netivl- 
tles or all the states In a given line 
Kor example, the llrst bulletin relates 
to the popular electiou of senators 
When he collected the information for 
this bulletin -Mr. Jordan made the stir 
prising discovery that, while twenty 
nine of the states had petitioned (on 
gress for n constitutional amendment 
ou this question, all but thirteen of the 
number had some defect In their peti- 
tions which would render them void. 

It Is probable that popular electiou of 
senators will lie one of the subjects 
discussed at the coming meeting and 
thut if uuiform resolution will be 
framed which will avoid the defects or 
those previously passed by so many of 
the Individual states. In this way It 
will lie possible for the house of gov- 
ernors actually to initiate constitutional 
amendments. 

The second bulletin will treat or the 
poilUcal platforms adopted this year by 
the different purtles In all of the states 
Jorduu has ulready gathered and tubu- 
lated the material for this bulletin. It 
will be Invaluable as a barometer of 
public opinion. He bus also written to 
the appropriate officials in the various 
states a series of questions relative to 
forestry a-d conservation. His circu- 
lar letter on this subject contains one 
notable suggestion. It is In behalf of 
an interstate foresters' association. To 
the query as to whether or not this 
would be approved many favorable re- 
plies were received. 

Preserve Governors' Messages. 

Among other bulletins contemplated 
is one tabulating and Indexing the DM* 
sages of the governors each year 
There will also be one. or perhaps sev 
eral. covering tbe laws passed during 
tbe year by all the state legislatures. 

It should be explained la passing that 
the method of tabulation and Indexing 
In these various bulletins is simplicity 
Itself and renders them convenient for 
ready reference, Kor example, tbe pur
